The latter class are per- 
mitted to'practice out of regard for 
the fact that they have been long 
established here.

‘be excused’ ‘registration © by 
1 Yeason of long practice‘of dentistry 
prior to the coming ‘into effect of 
the Ordinance. Even 0, such 
Persons have to apply for exemp- 
tion, no that it is an easy matter 
for the authorities to know precise- 
ly who are allowed .to practice 
dentistry. The law Inys it down 
clearly that only the two classes 
mentioned may describe them:
